Extension 


Project being expanded 
to Texas 

► Pipeline Keystone XL 
is an extension to an 
existing TransCanada 
pipeline that stretches 
from Alberta to the 
U.S. Midwest and 
Cushing, Okla. 


Alberta Premier Ed Stel¬ 
mach says he’s “confi¬ 
dent” that a controversial 
Alberta-to-Texas oil pipe¬ 
line will be built. 

A spokesman for Tran¬ 
sCanada Corp. has said 
the nearly 2,700-lcilome- 
tre Keystone XL pipeline 
may be delayed by up to 
six weeks because the 
U.S. State Department is 
extending its environ¬ 


mental review of the proj¬ 
ect. 

Stelmach says Alberta 
is already supplying the 
United States with 1.3 
million barrels of crude a 
day. 

He says demand is in¬ 
creasing and as the U.S. 
economy recovers, there 
will be more demand for 
oil, both bitumen and 
processed. 


Documents released 
last week by the U.S. Envi¬ 
ronmental Protection 
Agency harshly criticized 
the State Department’s 
draft environmental im¬ 
pact statement for Key¬ 
stone XL, saying it doesn’t 
consider how importing 
more oilsands oil would 
affect U.S. climate change 
policies.

The Canadian govern¬ 
ment is putting money in¬ 
to the prevention of 
injuries, Health Minister 
Leona Agluklcaq an¬ 
nounced yesterday. 

“It’s an issue that’s al¬ 
ways been on the minds 
of us who are parents to 
young children,” Agluk- 
kaq said during a press 
conference at the Our La¬ 
dy Queen of Peace Ranch 
in Edmonton. 

Agluklcaq announced 
that five injury-research

teams will be funded 
through the Canadian In¬ 
stitutes of Health Re¬ 
search for a total of $8.2 
million over five years. 

“Despite our best ef¬ 
forts, accidents are still 
the leading cause of in¬ 


jury and death, especially 
for children and young 
people,” Agluklcaq ex¬ 
plained, noting that in¬ 
juries kill more Canadians 
between the ages of one 
and 44 than anything 
else. 

“Our challenge is to re¬ 
duce that number.” 

The five research teams 
will study child and youth 
injury prevention, trau¬ 
matic brain injury and vi¬ 
olence, interpersonal 
traumas, trauma system 
development and preven¬ 
tion of fall-related injuries 
in older adults through 
bioengineering. 



Wainwright looking 
for Afghan villagers 


An open casting call is be¬ 
ing held next week for 
people to play various 
roles in a mock Afghan 
village in Alberta. 

It’ll be used for cultural 
sensitivity training for 
Canadian soldiers and set 
up by members of the film 
industry in Wainwright. 

Casting director Rhonda 
Fiselcci said she’s looking 
for Afghans, Muslims and 
amputees aged 18 to 60. 

“We need people who 
speak Farsi or Dari to play 
interpreters. We also need 
background people who 
can fill out the village and 
make it look like a real 
town,” she said. 

“Our goal is to get real 
Afghans, but we can hire 


people to dress up like vil¬ 
lagers too.” 

Fiselcci added it’ll look 
like a film set without 
cameras. 

“We have special ef¬ 
fects on heavy casualty 
days when people go into 
battle. There’s a lot of 
blood, guts, and gore.” 

No weapons or live fire 
will be used. 

Gen Handley played a 
reporter in a similar train¬ 
ing exercise in Wain¬ 
wright four years ago, and 
called the experience 
“surreal.” 

“People took their roles 
seriously. Tempers did 
rise between the Afghans 
and soldiers,” he said.

Hillier: Human 
error to blame 


Canada’s former chief of de¬ 
fence staff says human error 
is likely to blame for a 
leaked U.S. document that 
suggests four Canadian sol¬ 
diers who died in Afghan¬ 
istan in 2006 were killed by 
friendly fire. 

The documents are part 
of a massive stack of U.S. 
militaiy reports released 
Monday that document six 
years of NATO’s combat 
mission in Afghanistan. 

Sgt. Shane Stachnilc, 
Warrant Officer Frank 
Robert Mellish, Pte. William 
Cushley and Warrant Offi¬ 


cer Richard Francis Nolan, 
were killed Sept. 3, 2006, in 
a bloody battle with the Tal¬ 
iban. 

General Rick Hillier says 
there were more than 1,000 
Canadian soldiers involved 
in Operation Medusa, and 
hundreds of witnesses who 
saw precisely what hap¬ 
pened, and the American 
account is simply incorrect. 

Hillier says it’s a cardinal 
rule among soldiers in the 
field to take every piece of 
information with a grain of 
salt.

O Clement tells Commons committee that new census system will 
work O Sheikh not buying it, stands firm on reason he resigned 


The country’s former chief 
statistician says he quit his 
job when it became appar¬ 
ent his agency has suffered 
a hit to its credibility. 

An emotional Munir 
Sheikh, who resigned his 
post last week, told a House 
of Commons committee 
that he could not stand at 
the helm of Statistics Cana¬ 
da once it was reported his 
agency had recommended 
scrapping the mandatory 
long-form census. 

His voice broke as he 
quoted an article the for-

mer clerk of the privy coun¬ 
cil, Alex Himelfarb, has 
written in support of him. 

He went on to outline ex¬ 
actly what spurred his de¬ 


parture. “The reason I 
stepped aside was because 
of some media stories that 
Statistics Canada was not 
just implementing the deci¬ 
sion, but recommending 
it,” Sheikh said. 

Those media stories 
arose from statements In¬ 
dustry Minister Tony 
Clement made in inter¬ 
views, saying that he had 
gone with a recommenda¬ 
tion of StatsCan to replace 
the long-form census with a 
voluntary survey. 

Clement has since clari¬ 


fied his comments, and re¬ 
peated at the committee 
that the decision to scrap 
the census was made by the 
federal cabinet alone. 
Clement also said the gov¬ 
ernment would go to great 
lengths to ensure the volun¬ 
tary survey would be a suit¬ 
able replacement for the 
long census. 

But Sheikh, and his pred¬ 
ecessor Ivan Fellegi, empha¬ 
sized that the data would 
be of a lesser quality with a 
voluntary system.

Prosecutors

Militaiy prosecutors say a 
Canadian soldier who shot 
an unarmed and badly 
wounded enemy fighter in 
Afghanistan should be dis¬ 
missed from the Canadian 
Forces with disgrace and 
spend two years, less a day, 
in jail. Capt. Robert Semrau 
was convicted last week of 
disgraceful conduct in the 
shooting and a military 
court is hearing final argu¬ 
ments on the issue of 
sentencing. Prosecutor Lt.- 
Col. Mario Leveillee said 
Semrau let the Canadian 
Forces down when he fired 
two rounds into an 
insurgent who had been 
strafed by a U.S. gunship 
helicopter. Leveillee 
questioned whether the 
public would feel different¬ 
ly had Semrau shot a 
wounded Canadian soldier.

Confidence in 
economy down 
again: Surveys 

O Canada more confident than U.S. © Job numbers 
still growing in Canada © Europe remains a concern 

Fears of an economic slow¬ 
down or worse are drain¬ 
ing consumer confidence 
in both Canada and the 
United States, two new 
surveys suggest. 

The Conference Board 
of Canada said Tuesday 
that its survey of con¬ 
sumers showed Canadians 
becoming less bullish 
about their prospects, 
with confidence dropping 
for the second straight 
month in July. 

And unlike in June, 
when gloom was restrict¬ 
ed to Ontario and British 
Columbia, the think-tank 
says this time all regions

are more bearish, particu¬ 
larly on the question of fu¬ 
ture job prospects. 

The results were the 
same in the U.S. reading, 
as confidence also fell for 
the second straight 
month. 


However, the latest soft¬ 
ening pushed the Canadi¬ 
an index to 80, compared 
to the 50 level south of the 
border. 

Analysts said the major 
difference in the readings 
is the disparate employ¬ 
ment situations in the two 
countries. In recent 
months, Canadian job 
growth has been far 
greater than expected — a 
93,000 pick-up in June — 
while the U.S. has seen its 
job growth stall and even 
fall back with a 125,000 
loss during the same 
month.

Apple 
shows new 
desktop 

Apple Inc. unveiled the 
latest update to its line of 
desktop computers 
yesterday, promising 
faster speeds and offering 
the option of multi-touch 
controls similar to those 
used on the iPhone. 

Apple said its new line 
of iMac desktops, with 
new processors from Intel 
Corp. and new graphics 
chips, are the company’s 
fastest ever. 

The iMacs, which tuck 
the inner workings of the 
computer behind the flat- 
screen monitor, cost 
$1,199 US to $1,999 based 
on speed and screen size. 

Apple also released a 
new line of Mac Pro desk¬ 
tops, which resemble a 
traditional boxy PC and 
require a separate moni¬ 
tor. 

Like the new iMacs, Ap¬ 
ple says the latest Pro 
computers carry faster 
processors — the brains 
of a computer — as well 
as new graphics chips 
that produce a sharper 
display. 

Apple shares rose 
$4.14, or 1.6 per cent, to 
$263.42 in midday 
trading Tuesday.

A Chinese state-owned 
company is investing $18 
million in Canada Zinc 
Metals Corp., which will 
use proceeds from the sale 
of common shares and 
warrants to advance its 
Aide zinc-lead property in 
northeastern British 
Columbia. 

Tongling Nonferrous 
Metals Group Holdings Co. 
Ltd. will buy about 31.4 
million equity units from 
Canada Zinc for 57.35 
cents each. Each unit will 
consist of one common 
share and half of a 
purchase warrant. 

The Chinese firm will 
own about 36 per cent of 
the Vancouver company’s 
equity following the trans¬ 
action — assuming it gets 
the necessary approvals.

“We delivered solid 
quarterly results despite 
an increasingly 
competitive environment 
in the second quarter,” 
president and chief execu¬ 
tive Nadir Mohamed said. 

He said the cellphone 
market is competitive 
across the board but that 
Chatr will tap into a 
consumer need. Rogers’ 
wireless division added 
119,000 subscribers during 
the quarter, compared 
with the 142,000 added in 
the second quarter of 
2009.

In Cats and Dogs: The Re¬ 
venge of Kitty Galore, 
singer, actress and all- 
around entertainer Bette 
Midler got to sink her 
teeth into the titular vil¬ 
lain, a hairless cat hell¬ 
bent on world 
domination. And Midler 
admits the desire to take 
over the world was pretty 
easy to relate to. 

“I think a lot of female 
entertainers think about 
that when they start out,” 
she says. “I did.” 

But as for her character 


turning evil after an on- 
the-job accident causes 
her fur to fall out, Midler 
insists that’s where they 
differ. “Something hap¬ 
pens to my hair in real life 
every day and I don’t,” she 
says with a laugh. 

Dealing with hair issues 
is something she says she 
learned about early on in 
her career. “A long time 
ago when I first started in 
the theatre, I was in Fid¬ 
dler on the Roof, and one 
of the girls in Fiddler was 
a Puerto Rican girl,” Mi¬ 
dler remembers. “The 
opening night, she had 
done something to her 
hair, she had tried to 
straighten her hair or 


something, and her hair 
fell out. Literally. And she 
didn’t even blink. She 
went out, she got a piece, 
she slapped it on, she 
went out, she gave the 
performance of her life. 
And I never forgot that. 
From that time on, I never 
thought twice. I just look 
around, grab a piece, put 
it on and go.” 

Of course, doing voice 
work for her latest film 
didn’t require much con¬ 
cern about her hair. “It’s 


not just isolating, it’s lone¬ 
ly,” she says of the record¬ 
ing sessions. “Because it’s 
just you in a dark room 
with a sketch of a charac¬ 
ter or sometimes a filled- 
in scene, but you don’t 
work with the other ac¬ 
tors. It’s like one long 
looping session, I said. It’s 
like, ‘Oh my God, ADR for 
days.’” 

As much as her feline 
counterpart is determined 
to destroy the world, Mi¬ 
dler has been working for 


more than a decade on 
saving it — or at least her 
home city. 

“A couple of years ago, I 
teamed up with the New 
York City Department of 
Parks and Recreation to 
plant a million trees in 
New York City, and we’ve 
planted about 375,000 so 
far in the last two years,” 
she says. 

“I also am the founder 
and chairman of an organ¬ 
ization called New York 
Restoration Project. We 
clean abandoned parks 
and public places, and we 
also own 55 community 
gardens where people in 
the community grow their 
own food.”

NBC may wish Steve Carell 
was just joking, but a net¬ 
work executive said The Of¬ 
fice star has consistently 
told NBC he’s leaving after 
this coming season. 

In the network’s first ac¬ 
knowledgment of Carell’s 
plans, NBC Primetime En¬ 
tertainment President An¬ 
gela Bromstad said Monday 
the actor’s seven-year run 
as erratic Dunder Mifflin 
boss Michael Scott will end 
when his contract expires 
in 2011. But Bromstad said 
the show will go on. 

“We’ve been lucky to 
have had him as long as 
we’ve had. These things 
happen when you have 
such a major movie star in 
a show,” she said. 

In an affirmation of 
NBC’s faith in a post-Carell 
The Office, Bromstad said 
the sitcom will remain in 
its 9 p.m. EDT Thursday 
time slot. It’s the linchpin 
of NBC’s schedule on a key 
TV night of advertising rev¬ 
enue. 

“Not to diminish the de¬ 
parture of Steve, because 
that will impact the show, 


but we have tremendous 
faith in the writers and ac¬ 
tors to keep it alive,” Brom¬ 
stad said. 

Carell, 46, who’s become 
a busy big-screen actor dur¬ 
ing his Office tenure, has 
said in interviews he plans 
to leave the series to better 
balance his work and fami¬ 
ly life. He’s married with 
two children. 

Carell voices the lead 
character in the new ani¬ 
mated comedy Despicable 
Me and stars with Paul 
Rudd in Dinner for 
Schmucks, out this week. 
His other film credits in¬ 
clude Date Night and The 
40-Year-Old Virgin. 

The door is open if he 
wants to make return visits 
to the show, Bromstad said. 
He remains in business 
with NBC: Carell’s compa¬ 
ny, Carousel Productions, 
has a TV production deal 
with Universal Media Stu¬ 
dios. 

Carell was on vacation 
and unavailable for com¬ 
ment, his publicist, Matt 
Labov, said Monday.

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KITCHEN SINK 
CONTRACTS 
OFTEN FAIL 

Employers often take a kitchen sink 
approach to drafting 

employment contracts. I've written about 
certain things to look out for in prior 
columns, but here's other issues that employ¬ 
ees should consider. 

Probationary periods 

Unless a contract provides for it, probation does not 
exist. Further, it is not enough to refer to an employ¬ 
ee as “probationary.” The contract must state that 
the employee can be fired for any reason, without 
pay or notice, during the probationaiy period. Other¬ 
wise, don’t refer to probation at all. 

Legal advice: 

In one recent Alberta case the court refused to 
uphold a contract because there was an implication 
that had the employee not signed it, she would have 
lost her job. Employees should be given time to seek 
legal advice and an opportunity to negotiate terms. 
Prior tenure 

Upon a merger or acquisition, prior tenure is not 
simply erased — it continues, unless a contract states 
otherwise. In one of my cases, the employer argues 
that it is not responsible for the severance owed to a 
long-term employee because much of his tenure was 
with a predecessor. However, because the contract 
was silent, it is wrong. 

Severance provisions 

If a contract clearly permits termination upon 
payment of only statutoiy requirements, there is no 
right to severance, no matter how long or meritori¬ 
ous the employee’s tenure. There is only a right to 
get what the contract says. 

Reference to policy manual 
For a policy manual to form a “term” of 
employment, it is not enough to refer to the 
existence of the company’s manual in the contract. 
The manual must be attached to the contract, and 
the contract must confirm that the employee has 
read the manual and accepts those terms. For exam¬ 
ple, in another one of my cases, the employer states 
that a clause in its policy manual formed an impor¬ 
tant term of my client’s job. If this were true, they 
why did they not put that into their contract?

Blackberries and iPhones. 
More like Crackberries and 
i-can’t-stop-playing-with- 
my-Phones. Addictive, effi¬ 
cient and, at times, an 
over-used substitute for 
good old fashion talking. 

According to a recent 
survey by textPlus, a tex¬ 
ting app, 11 per cent of re¬ 
spondents felt it was 
appropriate to ask for a 
raise via texting, while 32 
per cent think it’s okay to 
let their bosses know 
they’re taking a sick day 
by typing it on their mo¬ 
bile. 

According to Dr. James 
Norrie, associate dean and 


professor at the Ted 
Rogers School of Manage¬ 
ment at Ryerson Universi¬ 
ty in Toronto, there’s a 
time and a place for such 
technology. 

“(With) any high stakes 
communication, you 
should try to be using a 
high engagement commu¬ 
nication method,” he says, 
such as the telephone or a 
face-to-face meeting. He 
says once certain factors 
are eliminated from the 
message, like tone or facial 
expression, there becomes 
a disconnect between the 
content and the context. 

A 31-year old director’s 
assistant in New York — 
who wishes to remain 
anonymous — knows all 
too well about that discon¬ 


nect. Because of her line of 
work, texting is an essen¬ 
tial part of the job, but can 
sometimes create confu¬ 
sion. For example, the 
meaning in the limited 
number of words used can 
get lost in the airwaves. 
She recalls one episode 
when she received a vague 
message from her boss 
asking her to send a car. 

“I had no idea where he 
was, where he wanted to 
go, etc.,” she says. “I tried 
to call him but he didn’t 
answer so I texted him a 
bunch of questions and 
when I received one word 
answers, it was hard to tell 
if he was annoyed with me 
or just annoyed he was 
stuck in the rain some¬ 
where!” 


Texting no-no’s 


► Here are some other com¬ 
mon mistakes people 
make using text 
messaging. 

► They respond to quickly. 
According to Norrie, 
texting is a rushed style of 
communication and the 
way it's approached varies 
depending on the setting. 
For example, the quality of 
a response will differ when 
sent from a desk than 
while walking to the sub¬ 
way. 

► They ignore the relation¬ 
ship quotient, meaning 
there is more to a conver¬ 
sation than just the 
content.

O The annual university shopping 
trip is almost upon us © Remember 
there is more to school than toys 


While it’s fun to stock up 
on posters, shower cad¬ 
dies and desk lamps, ex¬ 
perts say you also should 
consider how you’ll keep 
yourself, and your stuff, 
safe on campus. 

Common sense is the 
best defence, says Chris 
McGoey, who runs a secu¬ 
rity business in Los Ange¬ 
les and consults on 
campus safety. 

“It’s all about access. In 
most incidents, victims 
were careless, unaware 
and too trusting,” he says. 


Identity Theft 

Students are at particular 
risk for identity theft, 
here are some avoidance 
tips: 

Don't give out bank, cred¬ 
it card or social security 
information over the 
phone or online. Shred 
sensitive documents, or 
use an identity blocker 
stamp that obscures per¬ 
sonal info. Be careful 
about replying to solicita¬ 
tions, and check bank bal¬ 
ances frequently. If your 
wallet or purse is stolen, 
let your bank, the school 
and the police know im¬ 
mediately.

In dorm suites and hall¬ 
ways, there may be visi¬ 
tors you don’t know. 
Many first-year students 
like to adopt an “open- 
door” policy when they 
get moved into dorms. But 
that’s an invitation to 
would-be thieves. 

“If you have a comput¬ 
er, laptop or other elec¬ 
tronic equipment, tether 
it to something solid us¬ 
ing a security cable,” ad¬ 
vise the “college life” 
editors at the school-ad- 
vice site SparkNotes.com. 

There are also motion¬ 
sensor locks for laptops. 
And Orbicule’s Undercov¬ 
er is a monitoring device 
for your Mac, iPhone or 
iPad; for a student price of 
$39 US, the downloadable 
software will snap a photo 
of the person who took 
your Mac and track the IP 
address anywhere in the 
world — information that 
can be given to police. In 
the meantime, lockout 
features prevent the thief 
from accessing anything 
on the computer. 

As for smaller valu¬ 
ables, some students sug¬ 
gest keeping them in a 
trunk — the kind you take 
to summer camp — with a 
combination lock. Trunks 
also make handy night-

stands. 

Jeff Gawronslci of 
DormCo.com, an online 
retailer that sells dorm se¬ 
curity items, says his 
biggest seller is a room 
safe. Safes these days have 
been scaled down to look 
less intimidating in a 
dorm room. 

Diversion safes are con¬ 


tainers that look like 
everyday items — cleanser 
cans, for example. The 
idea’s clever, so long as no¬ 
body accidentally throws 
the safe out. If your room¬ 
mate has lost a key, don’t 
leave the door unlocked. 
Instead offer to help find 
the resident assistant to 
get a new lock and keys. 


In general, familiarize 
yourself with the school’s 
security systems and 
dorm environment. Lo¬ 
cate fire extinguishers, 
and keep a small one on 
hand if you have appli¬ 
ances. 

DormCo.com stocks a 
Kevlar fire blanket to 
smother flames. 


Female students may 
feel safer at night with a 
small pepper spray canis¬ 
ter, if the school allows it.

Book review 


I (heart) Money 

Author: David Campbell 
Lester 

Publisher: DCL Capital Press 
Price: $24.99 

Money is a curious thing. 
The veiy essence of its pur¬ 
pose is to drive commerce, 
meaning, it’s there to help 


you buy that thing you 
love. It is no wonder then 
that we have an ingrained 
ability to spend rather 
than save. Financial coach 
and author, David 
Campbell Lester, suggests 
in his book I (heart) Mon¬ 
ey, that we need to take a 
different approach to man¬ 
aging our money, loving it, 
rather than just splurging 
our pay cheques. 
According to Lester, how 


you approach money, 
should start with how you 
respect it, even how you 
carry it. Lester’s book pro¬ 
vides some key insight to 
managing your money, al¬ 
so pointing out that 
having a healthy relation¬ 
ship with money will trick¬ 
le down into having 
healthy personal relation¬ 
ships. Look back at any 
first date, he says, the first 
two questions out of some¬ 


one’s mouth are ‘where do 
you live?’ (Translation: 
What kind of real estate 
can you afford?) and ‘what 
do you do?’ (Translation: 
How much money do you 
make?). If you find 
someone who truly loves 
their money and is in con¬ 
trol of it, you can be confi¬ 
dent that they are in 
control of their life, at least 
in the author’s view.

Five no-hitters, two perfect 
games and another gem 
that was spoiled by an um¬ 
pire. 

By now, San Francisco 
Giants broadcaster Mike 
Krakow and others around 
baseball are beginning to 
expect a piece of pitching 
history every week. 

“I do. I can’t explain it,” 
said Krakow, who pitched 
in the majors from 1976-89. 
“Amazing. I think it’s pretty 
cool. The Year of the Pitch¬ 
er.” 

Matt Garza tossed Tampa 
Bay’s first no-hitter Monday 
night in a 5-0 victory over 
the Detroit Tigers, becom¬ 


ing the fifth big leaguer to 
turn the trick during a sea¬ 
son of mastery on the 
mound. 

The last time there were 
five no-hitters in one year 
was 1991, when Hall of 
Famer Nolan Ryan threw 
one of seven in the majors. 
Now, arms are in charge 
again — so much so that 
no-hit alerts seem common¬ 
place. 

Ho hum, another 
shutout. Complete game? 
Yawn. 

“Pitching has gotten bet¬ 
ter,” Rays manager Joe Mad- 
don said. “I don’t know that 
the hitting has gone back a 


bit, but the pitching has 
definitely gotten better.” 

The numbers back him 
up. Fourteen times a pitch¬ 
er has carried a no-hitter in¬ 
to the eighth inning this 
year. That’s the most 
through July 26 since at 
least 1974, as far back as 
such records go at STATS 
LLC. As a comparison, it 
happened six times by that 
date last season. 

“I don’t know if there are 
any explanations for it,” 
Minnesota manager Ron 
Gardenhire said. “It runs in 
cycles and you just go 
through it.”

I’ve never figured out why 
some cultures perform rain 
dances in diy weather; all 
they need to do is give me a 
convertible to drive. My 
week with the 2011 Mit¬ 
subishi Eclipse Spyder in¬ 
cluded rain every single 
day, but I braved the sprin¬ 
kles for the joy of driving 
with the roof down. 

The Spyder has faults, 
but on a summer’s day, it’s 
easy to forgive them once 
the top stows away. It isn’t 


quite the driver’s car that 
Mitsubishi claims it to be, 
but it’s a good wind-in-your- 
hair machine. 

There’s no 2010 model: 
Its production dates would 
have released it in the dead 
of winter, and so Mitsubishi 
Canada went straight from 
2009 to 2011. There are two 
versions: the GS, at 

$30,498, uses a 2.4-litre 
four-cylinder engine, while 
my tester, the $35,998 GT-P, 
contains a 3.8-litre V6. Mine 
used a six-speed manual 
transmission, while a six- 
speed automatic can be 
added for $1,200. 


The 265-horsepower V6 is 
a work of art. It’s strong 
and smooth, with a deli¬ 
ciously throaty exhaust 
note; the clutch is light, the 
shifter is precise, and it’s 
simply a joy. 

What isn’t pleasant is the 
torque steer, the tendency 
for a front-wheel-drive car 
to pull to one side on accel¬ 
eration. With this much 
power, the car will all but 
turn a comer if you’re not 
holding on tight. 

An all-wheel system 
would make a huge differ¬ 
ence, and Mitsubishi makes 
an incredible one that it 


plugs into its Lancer Evolu¬ 
tion, but it would undoubt¬ 
edly push the car’s price 
out of reach. 

The outside is gorgeous, 
and the inside is too. The 
heated sport seats are heav¬ 
ily bolstered, and when 
combined with my tester’s 
orange exterior shade, the 
interior is three-tone. 

Consider this a winding- 
road sportscar and you may 
be disappointed; look at it 
as a drop-dead-gorgeous 
topless traveller, and you’re 
closer to the mark. Given 
the prices of some rivals, 
it’s hard to do much better.

In a collision between car 
and pedestrian, it’s in¬ 
evitable: the car will al¬ 
ways win. Automakers 
can’t change that, but they 
are working on designs 
that will help lessen the de¬ 
gree of injury, such as Vol¬ 
vo’s pedestrian protection 
hood. 

“When it comes to hood 
design, you want to have 
the hood structure be en¬ 
ergy-absorbing,” says 


Thomas Broberg, senior 
technical adviser of safety 
for Volvo Cars. “It should 
have a cushioning effect 
on the pedestrian.” 

In any type of collision, 
absorbing crash energy be¬ 
fore it gets to the human 
body is the key to prevent¬ 
ing serious injury. That’s 
why modern cars crumble 
so spectacularly even in 
low-speed collisions: 
they’re designed to take 
the brunt of the crash, 
rather than the passengers. 
What’s tricky about mak¬ 
ing a safer hood is that it 
has to remain stiff enough 
to open and close properly. 

“Hood design is usually 
two sheets of metal,”

Broberg says. 

“There’s the one you see 
on the outside, and under¬ 
neath you usually have a 
beam structure, which 
gives the hood stiffness so 
you can open it, and it 
won’t buckle when you 
lean on it. What’s different 
with this type of design is 
that the understructure of 
the hood isn’t rigid beams 


that crisscross under the 
hood.” 

Designing a hood that’s 
safer for pedestrians also 
means creating space un¬ 
der it. If the hood is too 
close to the engine, it will 
deform against it, creating 
an unyielding hard surface 
that will cause more seri¬ 
ous pedestrian injury. 

“We’ve been working 
with these kinds of passive 
countermeasures for 
years, but the laws of 
physics are hard to get 
around. Cars are hard, and 
people are soft. What we 
really feel is the way for¬ 
ward in these kinds of situ¬ 
ations is to tiy to avoid the 
collision in the first place.”

EXPLORER 
NEW CHAPTER 
IN SUV STORY 


The Sport Utility Vehicle, or SUV, is an 
interesting phenomenon. Before the 1980s, 
they were uncommon and an acquired taste, 
like certain foreign cheeses, or the movies of 
Rainer Werner Fassbinder. During the 1990s 
they took over the landscape. 


I n the last 
decade, they 
became some¬ 
what vilified 
and watched 
helplessly as 
their devotees changed 
stripes, and embraced car- 
based crossovers. 

This decade we’re see¬ 
ing the actual vehicles 
changing stripes. Once 
proud truck-based SUVs 
nameplates are now 
switching over to car- 
based platforms. Earlier 
this year we saw Kia Sor¬ 
rento make the move. 

And just this week Ford 
introduced its new gener¬ 
ation Explorer, the first 
Explorer to go “unibody” 
and to offer fr ont-wheel- 
drive versions, in addition 
to its AWD versions. 

The Explorer move is 
significant, because the 
nameplate is credited as 
the major force behind 
the initial SUV tsunami. 

In its first year of pro¬ 
duction (1990), Explorer 
sold 14 million units. It 
helped turn a niche vehi¬ 
cle into the most domi¬ 
nant one of the era. 

I think the clearest ex¬ 
planation of why the 


phenomenon developed 
back then came from 
John Rock, once a vice- 
president of GM. He ob¬ 
served that traditional 
car buyers at the time 
“just loved truck-based 
powertrains.” 

At Ford Canada’s reveal 
of the 2011 Explorer, I 
caught up with Paul F. 
Roy, the company’s mar¬ 
keting director. 

He noted that current 
customers are not hung 
up on which vehicle is 
body-on-frame or 
unibody; they’re more in¬ 
terested in what the vehi¬ 
cle can do, than the 
nature of its construction. 

He added that Explorer 
is a name that continues 
to resonate, and there is a 
swath of buyers who pre¬ 
fer the more, rugged SUV 
vibe. They just want that 
vibe in a more fuel- 
efficient and sophisticated 
package. 

So now we have anoth¬ 
er niche — a car-based 
crossover that’s trying to 
channel some old-school 
truck-based SUV mojo. At 
first I thought, “naw, 
doesn’t feel right.” Now 
I’m thinking, “why the 
hell not?”

The BMW ActiveHybrid X6 
is about green power — and 
plenty of it. 

It is billed as the “most 
powerful hybrid” in the 
world and with a combined 
480 hp and 585 lb/ft of 
torque and a 0-100 km/h ac¬ 
celeration time of 5.6 sec¬ 
onds, there's little to doubt 
the claim. But wait a 
minute! Aren't hybrids sup¬ 
posed to be about little 
lozenge-shaped sedans or 
CUVs that proclaim, “I’m 
saving the planet?” 

Actually, I am seeing 
more new luxuiy vehicles 
with hybrid technology 
than small cars. First, any 
new technology is expen¬ 
sive and luxuiy buyers are 
more willing to spend the 
money. And, second, there 
is no rule that says hybrids 
have to be piddlers. 

So in a way, owners of ve¬ 
hicles like the ActiveHybrid 
X6 are helping eveiyone. 
Like big screen LCD TVs, as 
more are sold, the prices go 
down. Remember when the 
first digital watch, the Pul¬ 
sar, sold for $350? Now you 
can get one for $20. 

Based on the X6 Sports 
Activity Coupe and its 400 
hp, twin turbo 4.4-litre V8, 
the Hybrid adds two syn¬ 
chronous electric motors 
(91 hp and 86 hp respective¬ 
ly) and a 57 lcW niclcel-met- 
al hydrid batteiy pack 
placed below the cargo 
floor. The battery has its 
own cooling system. 

The introduction of 


BMW’s ActiveHybrid tech¬ 
nology in the X6 marks the 
latest BMW development of 
hybrid technologies. BMW 
started work on electric dri- 
vetrain research with the 
BMW El in the late 1980s. 

This latest system allows 
the X6 Hybrid to operate at 
high or low speeds utilizing 
the two motors connected 
to one another by three 
planetary gear sets with a 
fixed-transmission ratio 
gearbox routing power to 
BMW’s xDrive all-wheel- 
drive system. 

The result is a reduction 
in fuel consumption by up 
to 20 per cent compared 
with a comparable BMW 
running on a gasoline en¬ 
gine alone. Fuel consump¬ 
tion is rated at 
12.6/10.3/11.6L/100 Ion 
city/highway/combined. 

BMW claims speeds of 
up to 60 km/h are possible 
on the batteiy alone. 

But how does it drive? 

The two-mode system 
was developed in partner¬ 
ship with GM and Chiysler 
and I have a lot of experi¬ 
ence with the two-mode 
system on GM trucks. 

Where the X6 is different 
is in the sheer, effortless ac¬ 
celeration. Even on the bat¬ 
teiy, I could zip up to 49-50 
km/h before the engine 
kicked in. I tried for the 60 
km/h BMW claims but 
couldn’t do it. With rear 
tires almost as wide as me, 
traction was solid and im¬ 
mediate.
